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COMMERCIAL UNION. 


Sir John Macdonald Declares the Canadian 
Parliament Will Respect It. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. . 
LONDON, January 14.—Sir John Macdonald, 
the Premier, in an interview printed here yes- 
terday, says that the Canadian Parliament will 
reject the project of a commercial union with 
the United States soon after its next méeting 
by over two hundred votes. He adds: 1 
think a commercial union would be disastrous 
at present to what we call our national pol- 
icy. Our protective system has only 
existed since 1879, and of course 
the protection offered to certain 
manufacturers did not create them at 
once.

PaNAMA, January 1.—The greenback ques-

Bills will be submitted to the 
Diet to provide for the improvement of the 
condition of the clergy of all denominations 
and for the abolition of the widows and 
orphans’ fund, which the civil officials have 
hitherto paid. The state will partially assume 
the payment of the salaries of teachers in 
communal schools and will contribute to the 
construction of important railway lines. It 
will also assist in the development of all in- 
terests of the country to which itis proper to 
devote the resources of the state. 
The success of the reform in 
taxation, which became possible in 
1887, justifies the hope that, unless unfore- 
seen events intervene, a restoration and main- 
tenance of an equilibrium between the 
revenue and expenses in coming years will be 
more easily effected.

one. All the family ate breakfast together 
yesterday morning and the deceased was 
4 cheerfui. He played on the piano 
an — after breakfast, then came up 
stairs and asked if his father had gone down 
town. We told bim he had and he remarked: 
‘If [knew he was going Iwould have gone 
with him.’ Then he stated thathe would re- 
main home and take his sister to the train in 
the afternoon, as she was going to school 
at Omaha. a went to his 
room about 9:30 o'clock, and 
about fifteen minutes later I heard the report 
of a pistol from the room. Iran upstairs and 
found him on the carpet of the room, bleeding 
from a wound in the right temple, and bis 
pistol lying on the floor near him. He died in 
afew minutes. I believe the 8 was 
accidental. I can see no reason why he 
should take his life. He was always handling 
firearms. He had alikingfor them and kept 
them in his room. There were also bridles, 
lussoes, heavy spurs, border hats and ther 
articles of border life in his room. The 
day 8 he had deen shooting rats 
in the rear of our house. I found 
no note or writing of any kind that 
would indicate that he had wilfully taken his 
own life. In faét, I found nothing of any kind 
in his room nor elsewhere that would lead me 
to that belief. 

The verdict leaves the cause of death still 
unsolved reading that he came to his 
death ‘‘from the effects of a gunshot wound 
of the brain inflicted by a ball fired from a 
pistol in his own hands, whether accidental 
or with suicidal intent cannot be ascertained 
from the evidence.’’ 


THE READING TROUBLE, 


A Petition to President Corbin Requesting 
Arbitration of the Strike. 


READING, Pa., January 1. —For the next 
twenty-four hours the theater of interest in 
the great contest between the Reading Railroad 
and its miners and railroaders will be 
in this city. The memorial to be presented to 
President Corbin asthe offering of the Read- 
ing Board of Trade and City Councils, 
in the name of the vast business enterprises 
of the Schuylkill Valley, is being drawn up to- 
day by a committee. This committee 
represents every shade of public 
opinion. It consists of Mayor Kenny, 


ex-Congressman Ancona and Samuel B. Mis- 
semer, the Reading Railroad macbinist. The 
latter is a Knight of Labor. In brief 
this memorial will be an appeal in 
which the committee say that ‘‘voicing 
the sentiments of manufacturers, the busi- 
ness men and the labering men of this large 
city, and having in mind the suffering, the 
depression to trade and industry which this 
strike is causing and likely to cause, the com- 
mittee wonld ask President Oorbin to use 
every means, and to sacrifice something, if 
necessary, to settle the strike and thereby 
avert the great suffering and loss which was 
sure to be entailed by its continuance.’’ 

This afternoon District Assembly, No. 180, 
K. of L., convened here, It is likely that 
the strike in all its phases will be discussed, 
and this being a composed ex- 
clusively of Reading Knights, it is expected 
that there will be an official declaration 
made as to why the Knights of Beading did not 
go out when a strike was ordered. To-morrow 
afternoon there will meet in thig city one of 
the most important conventions of organi- 
ized laborthat has assembied in this section 
for years.

To-morrow it will be permanently or 
ganized ,a temporary organization having been 
effected at Eligabethport some weeks ago. It 
is estimated that it represents 50,000 Knights.

THE KNIGHTS WILL LOSE. 


Early Termination of Cardinal Taschereau’s 
Fight Against the Order. 


QUEBEC, January 14.—The failure of the 
striking printers belonging to the Knights of 
Labor is now eertain. The newspapers that 
were forced to suspend publication have reap- 
peared, while those that were only able to 
print half-sheets and single editions are now 
published in their ordinary form. A large 
number of the Knights still hold out, but they 
must either withdraw their demands 
or seek employment elsewhere. The 
offices here are many of them ex- 
ceedingly short - handed, but they 
will contrive to pull through until the arrival 
of printers from Belgium, who have been sent 
for to replace the strikers. The actual cause 
of the failure of the strike is Cardinal Tasche- 
reau’s opposition to the Knights. It is de- 
lieved to be at his suggestion that the leading 
French-Canadian publishers of this city cabled 
for Belgian printers, who are said to be ready 
to work for Wa week. Since the suspension 
of the COardinal’s condemnation of the 


Knights a year ago or more, recruiting for the 
Knights has gone on actively in this city, and 
itis said there are now 10,000 of them here. 
They inelude most of the factory operatives 
and if the strike of the printers had succeeded 
the former were all to have struck for the nine 
hour per day, instead of ten, without any cor- 
responding decrease in wages. Nearly all the 
city hackmen, mechanics and ship laborers 
have enrolled themselves in the order. 
INFLUENCE OF THE KNIGHTS. 

The influence possessed by the Quebec 
Knights may be judged of from the fact that

At last they 
drove in too far and the wagon sank,throwing 
the boys into the water. None of them could 
swim.

Assembly of the Garde Mebile. 
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SOUTHWEST MISSOURI. 


Building Up ofa Section Once Closed Up by 
War Animosities. 


John Carter of Oarthage, Mo., in conversa- 
tion with a PostT-DISPATCH reporter, said: 
The improvement in Southwestern Missouri, 
while it has been unheralded to the world 
and has progressed very quietly, has been 
greater than in any other section 
of the State, and would compare 
favorably. with the most booming 


districts of Kansas and Texas. Little has 
been said about it, as the change has not 
manifested itself in the building up of cities, 
but has taken the form ofa rapid filling up of 
the farming and grazing regions. To any one ac- 
quainted with the thinly settled counties lying 
in the western part of the State between Kan- 
sas City and the Arkansas line, as they existed 
five years ago, the change would seem 
little short of miraculous. No section 
of the country so long felt the evils of the 
war as Southwest Missouri. Animosities ex- 
isted until a very few years ago, new comers 
were looked on with suspicion, their property 
was taxed to death,and,altogether the state of 
affairs was about as bad as it could be. But 
this feeling gradually died out, and capital 
was welcomed when it was brought by those 
desiring to settle in the country. t took 
some time for this fact to be recognized by 
the outside world, and it was a — 
experience to see settlers passing throug 
Kansas City on their way to buy lands in Kan- 
sas of poorer quality and higher price than 
they could be obtained forin Missouri. It was 
not until 1884 that a thin stream of immigration 
began to penetrate the southwestern agricult- 
ural counties, nearly all of these settlers com- 
ing from Southern Indiana. The accounts 
they sent home attracted others, in 1885 the 
emigration was very considerable, and in 
1886 and 1887 a perfect flood poured in from 
Indiana and Ohio, with a number of Michigan 
lumbermen and asprinklirg or young Illinois 
farmers. Allof them had money, were able 
to buy their land, paying alarge proportioa in 
cash, bought fine stock and excellent farm 
implements, built admirable fences and 
houses, and have madetne section in which 
they have settled one of the most prosperous 
in the State. The Missouri farmers, with the 
they received for their 
lands, were able to rewtock and 
refit their farms, improve their houses, recon- 
struct their tumble-down fences, and alter the 
entire face of the country. The Illinois farm- 
ers in particular brought many fine cattle, es- 
pecially shorthorns, And ina year or two we 
will teach the rest of the State a thing or two 
in stockraising. From a sparsely settled 
woodland country, Southwest Missouri has 
become one of the most beautiful and fertile 
agricultural districts in America, and the 
State may well be proud of it.“

STILL IN THE SERVICE. 


The Peculiar Claim of the Gallant Forty- 
First Kentucky Volunteers. 


CINCINNATI, O., January 14.—There will be a 
meeting of old soldiers in Covington, Ky., 
this afternoon, which has in view a most pe- 
culiar object. It will be a meeting of the gal- 
lant Forty-first Kentucky Volunteers, and 
they will take the initial measures to be mus- 
tered out of service of the war. The story is 
a peculiar one, to say the least. During the 


war Aa regiment was organized 
in Covington, composed mainly of 
Oovington people. They were sworn in by 
officers fully authorized to perform that duty, 
and were put under the command of Capt. 
Amos Shinkle. They went into the war and 
served through it, being known as the Gallant 
Forty-first Kentucky Volunteers. Itis twenty- 
three years since the last gun was fired and 
many of the regiment are numbered among 
the dead.

HOW THEY MISQUOTE. 

Mr. SHERMAN and the organs that echo 
his advocacy of surplus taxation com- 
mitted themselves wantonly and reck- 
lessly toavery bold but easily refuted 
misrepresentation of American history 
when they asserted that JEFFERSON, 
Jackson and Otay all regarded a surplus 
asa good thing and fa vored its distribu- 
tion among the States. 

The fact is that each and allof the great 
men referred to invariably, throughout 
their connection with public affairs, put 
themselves on record as insisting on re- 
duced taxation whenever the revenue ex- 
ceeded the demands of an economical 
administration of the Government. In 
advocating a protection policy Mr. CLay 
always insisted that it should be inci- 
dental to the raising of a revenue not ex- 
ceeding the measure of economical ad- 
mitistration. While he advocated the 
distribution of the prooeeds of public land 
sales among the States, he em: hatically 
opposed as unconstitutional and perni- 
cious such distribution of any other money 
in the Treasury. He denied again and 
again the power of Congress to collect a 
revenue for any such purpose, or to make 
any such disposition of it when collected. 
He declared it unjust to collect revenue 
from one portion of the people and give it 
toanother. In 1832, under a protective 
tariff so low as compared with our present 
war tariff thatany attemptto put duties 
so low now would be denounced by mod- 
ern protectionists asa ‘‘free-trade” con- 
spiracy against American industry, Mr. 
OLay protested against the preservation 
‘‘of existing duties in order to accumulate 
en surplus in the Treasury for the pur- 
pose of subsequent distribution among 
‘‘the several States. 

Instead of favoring surplus taxation, 
ANDREW JACKSON put himself on record 
every time as strenuously opposed to it. 
His farewell address, published ata time 
when there was far less occasion for such 
ry warning, was a far more vehement pro- 
test against such taxation than President 
CEVELAND’S recent message. Instead of 
favoring the creation of a surplus for dis- 
tribution amofig the States President 
JACKSON not only denounced such a policy 
but declared that Congress had no consti- 


tutional power to distribute thus an ac- 


cidental surplus. He even went so far as 
to veto on this ground the bill for the 
distribution of the proceeds of the land 
sales. The bill which he was persuaded to 
sign reluctantly was one authorizing the 
deposit of the surplus land money with 
the States for their use until called for by 
the United States. 

As for President Jerrerson’s alleged 
suggestion that the people would prefer to 
be taxed to produce a surplus to be 
applied to the internal development of 
the country, the only foundation for that 
statement in Mr. SHERMAN’S speech was a 
recommendation from President JEFFER- 
SON favoring the continuance of taxes on 
„foreign luxuries purchased only by 
those who are rich enough to afford 
„themselves the use of them; and this 
very suggestion was coupled with and 
was part of another, urging Congress to 
dispose of the surplus by abating the 
tariff on ‘‘articles of more general and 
necessary use.“

We are told that the strike of the Read- 
ing’s miners has produced buch interrup- 
tion of trafficand enhancement of prices 
that the public interest in the controversy 
must soon force a settlement of it. In 
forcing a settlement the public must not 
forget the fact that the interruption 
aforesaid grows mainly out of the rail- 
road company’s strike against the Con- 
stitution of Pennsylvania, and its refusal 
to haul coal for other mine proprietors 
willing to pay miners more than the Read- 
ing pays in its mines. 

It has engaged in the mining business 
contrary to express prohibitions in the 
State Constitution. It has flagrantly vi- 
‘olated the law in converting the coal trade 
into an. extortionate monopoly, robbing 
the poor miner on the one hand and the 
coal-consuming' public on the other. It is 
even now grossly and openly violating its 
lawful obligation as a common carrier by 
refusing to haul coal from mines which 
refuse to join it in reducing the pay of 
miners, Its stockholders met on Monday 
to dispose of over $12,000,000 of profits 
earned last year for dividends on their wa- 
tered stocks, and one of the first things 
they did was to negative a motion to sub- 
mit the question of wages to Guores W. 
CHs of the Philadelphia Ledger.

From Jackson's Farewell Address. 

Congress has no right under the Constitution 
to take money from the people, unless it is 
required to execute some one of the specific 
powers intrusted to the Government; and if 
they raise more than is necessary for such 
purpose it isan abuse of the power of taxa- 
tion, and unjust and oppressive. 

From Jackson's Farewell Address. 

There is but one safe rule, and that is to 
confine the General Governmentrigidly within 
the sphere of its appropriate duties. It has 
no power to raise a revenue or impose taxes, 
except for the purposes enumerated in the 
Constitution; and if ite income is found to 
exceed these wants, it should be forwith re- 
duced and the burdens of the people so far 
lightened. 

From Jackson’s Farewell Address. 

The surplus revenue will be drawn from the 
pockets ofthe people—from the farmer, the 
mechanic and the laboring classes of society; 
but who will receive it when distributed 
among the States, where it is to be disposed of 
by leading politicians who have friends to fa- 
vor and political partisans to gratify? It will 
certainly not be returned to those who paid it 
and who have most need of itand are honestly 
entitled to K.

Socrates Newman, ‘‘gentleman-at-large,’’ 
resident of this city for sixty-one years and 
father of the Gas Trust, occupied the witness- 
chair before the joint committee yesterday for 
three hours, telling of the birth and early life 
of his wonderful offspring and pro- 
testing that he had nothing to con- 
ceal. When Chairman Stone threw 
out an insinuation about the legality of the 
Trust the witness held his copy of the agree- 
ment out at arms’ length before his fixed gaze, 
and trembling with earnest excitement he 
solemniysaid: ‘‘I wish my chances of Heaven 
were half as good as are the chances of that 
agreement standing before the courts.’’ 

Mr. Newman had nothing to conceal. The 
reluctance he subsequently displayed when 
asked certain questions was attributable to 
another cause entirely. He did not want to 
throw an obstacle in the way of the authori- 
ties, buat he wanted to appear right on the 
record. He held his copy ef the agree- 
ment in his hand and frequently re- 
ferred. to it to refresh his memory. 
His testimony concerning the prized scroll 
contained many startling points, but none 
more surprising than his answer concerning 
the payment of the $494,000 to the Water-Gas 
people, which, he said, was made for 
„peace. Such a high-priced sample of the 
white-winged article had never before been 
displayed for the inspection of the committee- 
men.

Of course 
aman may expect to make 500 or 1,000 per cent 
On a prospect, but not ona develope mine, 
and when any One offersthe latter at a price 
that would allow of thisthe property should 
be regarded with great suspicion. A great 
deal of sinking and drifting may be done on a 
prospect-hole without making it a developed 
mine, a fact that many St. Louisans seem to 
be ignorant of. I have several times heard 
that amine was developed because it had so 
and so many feet of shaft, drift and tunnel.

The Weli-Know Actress Badly Shaken Up 
in a Street Car Accident.

New Tonk, January 14.—‘‘Aunt Louisa’’

HER JAWS CLICK. 


Why Pretty Miss Margaret Dunn Sued Has- 
brook, the Dentist. 


By Telegraph to the Tosr-Disr Aron. 4 
New YORK, January 14.—A peculiar cas 
came before Judge O’Gorman in the Superior 
Court Thursday morning. Margaret Dunn, a 
very pretty brunette, 23 years old, sued Fer- 
dinand Hasbrook, a Broadway dentist, for 
$5,000 damages. The facts were these: On the 
18th of November, 1885, Miss Dunn was suffer- 


ng from a severe toothache. She went to Dr. 
Hasbrook’s office and had the two first molars 
in her upper jaw drawn by one of the assist- 
ants. She went home and lived on a diet of tea 
and milk for some days. After the swelling had 
subsided she began to eat solid food. To her 
alarm she found that when she went to chew 
‘her jaw clicked moderately. She laughed, and 
‘her laugh died away asthe click of a clock. 
The clicking operation was accompanied by 
intense pain, and at times it compelled her to 
stay in bed. Hence the suit for damages. At 
the first trial the foregoing was practically 
Miss Dunn’s testimony. The defendant testi- 
fied that Miss Dunn had é¢ome to his office and 
had two teeth extracted. This was two years 
ago. Hedid not see her again until May of 
last year, when she came and said 
she was suffering intense pain. He 
made an examination, but found apparently 
mo trouble. The clicking might exist, he 
said, but it was probably caused by 8 
laughing or biting some hard substance. It 
‘was probably the latter, as according to Miss 
Dunn’s testimony she was not troubled with 
the clicking until she had eaten something in 
a down-town restaurant. This part of the 
testimony excited a general smile. 
Then Dr. Frank Abbott, one of the defend- 
ant’s witnesses, went up to Miss Dunn and 
8 2 her to open her mouth. She did so, 
‘and after looking into the pink cavern he 
asked her to work herjaw. Click, click, went 
the recontrie joints and Dr. Abbott 
acknowledged he heard the mysterious sound. 
The jury solemniy gazed at the pretty 
mouth and then gravely whispered to each 
other. Next Dr. Edgar T. Weed, a fine-look- 
ing young man witha silky beard, explained 
that the mysterious noise was caused by the 
stretching of the ligamentsof thejaw. He 
said that every time Miss Dunn would laugh at 
a joke or try to masticate a beef steak the jaw 
would click, thereby causing much incon- 
venience to the owner. It never could be 
cured, but must click forever. This seemed 
to impress the jury, and they were so silent 
that when u juror asked Miss 
Dunn some questions they easily 
heard that fatal click. It looked like 
a verdict for the fair complainant, but 
derous medical works were brought out by 
. Mase defendant’s lawyers and passages were 
read showing that people could easily get a 
clicking jaw from numerous causes besides 
having molars extracted. Then it was averred 
it would be dreadful, should the verdict be 
found for the plaintiff, for everybody who sat 
in the dentist’s chair might claim they had a 
clicking jaw and get big damages. Then the 
Judge explained the difference between 
*‘click’’ and ‘‘clack,’’ and the jury filed 
out to consider the case. An hour passed 
and they did not return. The hands of 
the clock had traveled the circuit of the hour 
‘erai times before they did come in. They 
considered the case and their decision was 
the girl with the clicking jaw.

THE RICH HANDICAPS. 


All the Entries Received—Getting Ready to 
Announce the Weights. 


In the Mail and Express Black and Blue’’ 
says: The entries for the stakes and handi- 
caps of the Coney Island and Brooklyn Jockey 
Clubs are aliin, and the names of the horses 
give promise of first-class racing at Gravesend 
and Sheepshead Bay. The exclusion of the 
horses that run at the half-mile tracks, or for 
purses of less than $500, has not worked any 


injury. On the contrary, the entries comprise 
the speediest horses on the turf, and so evenly 
matched are many of them that unusual inter- 
est will be excited in at least six 
of the handicaps. The Suburban 
Handicap has received twenty-one more 
entries than the Brooklyn ockey Club 
Handicap, butthe increase is caused by the 
entry of horses which are not by any means 
first-class. The Suburban has, and the Brook- 
lyn Jockey Club has not, such horses as Safe 
Ban, True Briton, Cheviot, Kenney, Breton, 
Pontico, Schnorér, Hamilton, Headland, Re- 
cluse, Ordway, Faust, Col. Cowan, Idalia colt, 
Strideaway, Volunteer, Savanac and Vosburg. 
These horses cannot be said to add any 
strength to tre handicap, and the chances are 
that few of them will start. Among the horses 
in the Brooklyn Handicap that are not in the 
Suburban are Biscuit, Saladin, Prince Royal, 
Stuyvesant, Unite, Hinda, Burch, Mittie B., 
Emperor of Norfolk and Wonderland. These 
horses alone would make a good field in ang 
oi and one of them—Emperor of Nor- 
folk—is likely to have the top weight in the 8- 
year-old division. 

The Brooklyn Jockey Club handicap will, 
because of the excellence of the horses en- 
tered, attract as much attention this year as 
the Suburban. The distance and the added 
ney are the same as in the Suburban, and 
the class of horses is as high. Among the fa- 
mous animals in both handicaps are Hanover, 
Kingston, Roseland, 3 Oyster, Ori flamme, 
Blue Wing, Bob Fisher, Rightaway, Joe Cot- 
ton, Bessie June, Elkwood, Dry Monopole, 
Terra Cotta, Ben Ali, Firenzi, Aurelia, Dun- 
boyne, Glenmound, Saxony, Benedictine, 
Exile, Favor, Sir Dixon, Longknight, Eolian, 
Banburg, Kaloolah, Lizzie Baker, Linden, 
Rupert, Volante, Goliah, Miss Ford, Belve- 
dere, Laggard, The Bard, Eurus and Royal 
Arch. Many of these animals are so evenly 
matched that it is doubtful whether there will 
— any pronounced favorite in the spring bet - 

ng. 

Racing men concede that Hanover will be 
given the top weightin both handicaps, but 
there is a decided difference of opinion as to 
what horse will be second inthe i@t. ‘‘Cen- 
taur’’ thinks Laggard will be second in the 
list, although why he should precede Eolian, 
Eurus, The Bard, Linden, Volante, Hidalgo, 
Exile, Dry Monopole or Kingston I cannot 
well see. The peformances of The Bard, Dry 
Monopole, Eurus and Hidalgo in the spring of 
last year cannot be forgotten, and Blue Wing, 
although a cripple, may be added to the 
list. e fact that The Bard was thrown out 
of training, or that Monopole had too 
much racing, or that Hidalgo did not do well 
in the autumn of last year, ought not in my 
judgment to be permitted to have any con- 
sideration in the adjustment of weights. 
Volante was not a first-class horse at the fall 
of last year simply because he had too much 
racing in the spring.

So we faa our tormenter, and yet 
plowed faithfully to theend. It was destiny 
that thrust us into the midst of the twaddle, 
and we let destiny have its will with us.

„ama Wordsworthian myself,’’ says Mat- 
thew Arnold. ‘‘Ican read with pleasure and 
edification ‘Peter Bell’ and the Whole series of 
ecclesiastical sonnets, and the dress to Mr. 
Wilkinson’s spade, and even the Thanksgiv- 
ing Ode; everything of Wordsworth, I think, 
except ‘Vandracour’ and Julia.“ 

Happy Arnold. You were ‘‘brought up in 
veneration ofa man 80 truly worthy of bom- 
age, and did not have the ks of the Ex- 
cursion’’in consecutive order—No. 1 on Novem- 
ber 7, No. 2 on November 21, No. 8 on Decem- 
ber5, No.40n December 19 and so on tothe 
end of it. Eating thirty-one quail in thirty- 
one days is said to be a difficult feat; but be- 
fore the last of the books came in March I had 
told Mrs. Jonesa hundred times that I would 
devour sixty-two quail in fifteen and a half 
days rather than attempt another season of 
such blank despair. 

‘*Yes, Jones dear, it has been very dull,“ 
she sighed, ‘‘but ——,’’ and alight appeared 
in her eyes, we've done it. 

Neither the zeal nor the language is com- 
mendable, I answered. 

There were some very pleasant people 
among our fellow-excursions, people one 
cares to know. There was a Miss Prunesand-

The 
glass cracked the instant the cold cream 
touched it, cracked like a rifle shot. v 
moment later, crack! it went again, and the 
dish was in fragments. And all this with the 
donor a guest at our table. The windows of 
the kitchen where the disaster occurred were 
hung with indigo curtains. The sunshine fell 
upon the earth through blue glass, and all the 
world was dark and dismal to the little woman 
atanding—metaphorically—on the apex of a 
successful dinner. How cruel fate is to a 
hostess, sometimes. 

It is a cold, chill episode for Mrs. Jones 
still. I mentioned it to her the other night. 
„Oh, Jones, dear, don’t speak of it. 

And there was a literary gentleman, a man 
of books in some sense, and acritic of books 
to some extent. Ht was enthusiastic as an ex- 
cursionist and covered the country about 
Wordsworth’s home with the tread of a hero 
worshipper. But when we came to openings 
in the woods, spots from which the heavens 
of the poet’s life were seen,I think he thought 
the poet unworthy of himself. ‘*She Wasa 
Phantom of Delight,’’ was one of the poems 
that made bright these meetings of the group, 
meetings not devoted to the ‘‘Excursion.’’ 
The reader gave it such interpretation as only 
one feeling its lines could appreciate, much 
less render. And at its end the literary man 
found harshness in a word, 

And now I see with eye serene, 
The very pulse of the machine. 

„The word ‘machine’ ruins the poem, he 
argued. 

‘‘Admitting the discord,’’ said a meek- 
voiced woman at a break in the following dis- 
cussion, ‘‘may itt not have been introduced on 
the principal of a discord in music. Mr. 
Snider told us Dante frequently applied this 
principle in his poetry.’’ 

Jones, dear, said my wife when we were 
walking home that night, Wordsworth has 
been bad nae but you have much to be 
thankful for. tried Dante under Mr. Snider’s 
direction; you never did. 

‘*You’ve been very patient throngh it all,“ 
she said at the seasons close, with that un- 
truthfulness pardonable in wives, mothers 
and sweethearts, ‘‘and if you'll only say you 
forgive mefor having dragged you into it, I 
shall be satisfied.’’ 

Yetit was onlya few days. ago she sug- 
gested that we join a concerted attack on 
Homer. ‘‘No, s. Jones, I answered, ‘‘I 
leftmy Century fora winter, not knowing 
whether Abraham Lincoln ever got out of the 
lilinvis Legislature, who the hundredth man 
was or the conclusion of Miss Murfree’s adjec- 
tive in,the Atlantic. This winter’s slippers, 
fire, and comfort. Letthem make a Metho- 
dist of Homer if they will; let them make him 
color-blind; let them find the rudiments of all 
to-day’s great stories in his poem. l' have 
no more of literary concerts.’’
